Recreational Vehicle Issue Rolls On

Placentia’s. recreation-oriented 
citizenry were making audible 
protests last week over city-mandat- 
2d laws that affect where they may 
dark their off-hours recreational 
:quipment and paraphernalia. 

Discussion of the city’s controver- 
iial recreational vehicle ordinance 
1as brought out animated and vocal 
srowds whenever it is made an 
ssue. 


A three-man council Thursday 
elected to withhold a vote until a full 
council is present. A November 2 
consideration was voided at the 
request of the audience because it is 
a national election. Council, 
however, will meet on that date. The 
recreational vehicle ordinance will 
be considered on Tuesday, Novem- 
ber 16. 

Launching into the attack, about 4 
dozen spokesmen protested various 


aspects of the recreational vehicle 
parking restrictions and one 
individual appeared to favor the 
measure. 

Under consideration currently are 
revisions that would establish a legal 
loading period for trailers (with staff 
offering council an alternative to the 
city planning commission vote in an 
unprecedented move). 

Also, requirements for screening 
of recreational vehicles which might 


be parked behind a required setback 
and affirmative permission for the 
parking of RVs on driveways in 
sideyards adjacent to a street. 
Speakers against the ordinance 
brought out conjectures over 
constitutionality, discrimination, 
lack of universal enforcement, 
enforcement by neighbor complaint, 
loading times, the expense and 
advisability of screening that allows 
the top of the vehicles to show and 


the council’s right to tell citizens 
what they can do with their own 
private property. 

Two speakers suggested that the 
question be put before the electorate 
on the ballot. 

Among speakers and the issues 
raised were: 

Attorney George Bean: ‘‘As I 
heard here again tonight, the intent 
is only to enforce on a complaint 
basis. This is not uniform

enforcement. Sections are vague, 
unconstitutionally discriminatory. 
‘*I object to any increase in cost to 
the city. My tax bill has increased 
five. times in the past 11 
years...Motor homes are licensed 
vehicles and have the right to use the 
road like other licensed vehicles. 
“The ordinance is for a 
questionable aesthetic value.’’ (Ap- 
plause from the audience). 
Joseph Capraro: ‘‘The whole 
ordinance is highly discriminatory.”’

Yes, No, Maybe On That Airport 


‘‘At some point, all of us are going 
to have to face the problem about the 
airport needs of Orange County,’’ 
Congressman Charles Wiggins, 
seeking reelection to his seat in the 
House of Representatives told a 
Placentia Chamber of Commerce 
luncheon Thursday. 

Wiggins’ response on the status 
of an airport which threatens to land 


in the Chino Hills of north Orange 
County, near Placentia and Yorba 
Linda, was in answer to a question 
from Councilman Donald Holt, who 
was in the audience. 

‘‘The Chino Hills Airport is a long, 
long ways from fruition and I’m not 
so sure that it will ever come into 
being,’’ Wiggins began. ‘‘Those 
steps of getting there from here by 


those people who want an airport in 
Chino Hills first involves a 
resolution of a local problem... 
zoning,’’ Wiggins stated. 

“The federal government can 
conduct studies but it will not put 
any money into moving dirt to build 
an airport unless the airport satisfies 
local zoning requirements. 

‘‘The feds cannot force an airport

One angry constituent and 
whether or not the Placentia City 
Council always listens to its citizens, 
almost plunged a citizen and a 
councilman into a physical encoun- 
ter Thursday night. 

The angry resident was Walt 
Plegel, who ran for city council two 
years ago, and his adversary was 
veteran councilman Jack Gomez. 

Numbers of people attending the 
Thursday night council meeting 
heard the angry words and watched 
the encounters. 

Plegel, who earlier had spoken on

Watergate To Stay 
A Mystery: Schorr 


Americans will probably never 
know the full story of Watergate, 
former CBS TV commentator Daniel 
Schorr told his audience at the Titan 
Theater in Fullerton Saturday night. 

‘‘There is no way to get the whole 
story not as long as you cannot have 
Mr. Nixon under subpoena and as a 
condition for his pardon to tell the 
whole story first.’’ Schorr surmised. 

‘‘That would have been very 
useful.”’ 

Schorr, as the introductory 
speaker in Fullerton College's 
current Artist-Lecture Series, touch- 
ed on Watergate, Schorr’s recent 
troubles with the federal govern- 
ment and and his employer, CBS, 
(recently resolved) and the areas of 
confrontation between the govern- 


ment and the press. 

**As one who has lived many years 
abroad, and even as I| was involved 
in all this (Watergate), | sometimes 
sat back and I wondered how it was 
that an American people which 
normally had a very short attention 
span and a very poor threshold for 
getting bad news, especially about 
government, would sit there and 
learn to listen to all of it...1 consider 
that to be a very important and 
significant event in American 
history.’’ 

‘*For Americans as a whole have a 
reputation of not being quite mature 
enough to be able to face such bad 
news.”’

City Council On Same Salary 


Recent labor negotiations which 
gave city personnel a variety of 
salary increases, did not affect city 
council and commission salaries, 
Lee Sale, Director of Personnel for 
the city explained this week. 

Sale outlined that city council 
salaries can be changed only by a 
vote of the people. 


Presently city council members 
and the city clerk, receive $25 a 
month. The mayor’s stipend is $50 a 
month. 

The city treasurer receives $5 a 
month and board and commission 
members $5 a meeting, not to 
exceed $10 in any month, Sale 


specified. Included in the last 
category are members of the 
planning, recreation and parks, 


beautification and industrial com- 
missions and the Personnel Appeals 
Board. 

City council members, — in 
addition, receive reimbursement for 
specified expenses and taxpayers 
pay for official trips such as the 
recent conference in San Diego of 
the California League of Cities. 

Attending the four day conference 
were all five city councilmen and 
their wives and Edwin Powell and 


Mrs. Powell. Powell is city 
administrator. 
Expenses of participants are 


covered by public funds but not of 
wives, it was explained.

Live television coverage of all 
Orange County election returns will 
be presented on KOCE-TV, Channel 
50, on election night, Tuesday, Nov. 
2, from 9 p.m. through 1 a.m. 

With a studio based ‘‘election 
central’ at Channel SO studios in 
Huntington Beach, and a special 
remote team at the Orange County 
Vote Counting Center in Santa Ana, 
Channel SO will present the first live 
local election returns by a television 
station in this county’s history. 

A follow-up live broadcast at 12 
noon on Wednesday, the day 
following election, will also be 
broadcast over Channel SO to report 


any final tabulations. 

The first live report will be given 
at 9 p.m. on election night, followed 
by ‘‘Masterpiece Theater.’’ The 
next election report, after ‘‘Master- 
piece Theater,’’ will be at 10:06. It 
will be followed by entertainment, 
and live election reports on the 
half-hour and hour until 1 a.m. 


Anchorman of the Orange County 
Election Night special will be Jim 
Cooper, based at the Channel SO 
studios in Huntington Beach, where 
a tabulation board will be kept 
current throughout the night. 

Reporters Andrea Rivera-Cano 
and Wendy Wetzel will also be 
giving the latest election reports 
along with analyzing the various 


election races and_ interviewing 
candidates at the Channel SO 
studios. 

Reporter Bob Acosta will be on

former President Richard Nixon, 
Schorr said he did not at first think 
the Watergate story would ever be 
made public but ‘‘what none of us 
really could predict was the amazing 
capacity of Richard Milhous Nixon to 
contrive his own destruction.”’ 

Schorr cited the White House 
tapes which held the conversations 
concerning the coverup and the fact 
that former president Nixon had not 
destroyed them. And added the 
instance of the 18% minutes of 
erasure ‘‘to make sure that 
everybody was very suspicious as to 
what he had been up to.”’ 

The former commentator believes 
that one of three people was 
responsible for the erasure, Nixon, 
Rosemary Wood or Steven Bull. 
‘‘We don’t know who.”’ 

Schorr refers to the next series of 
events as Son of Watergate, 
involving disclosure of clandestine 
CIA and FBI activities. Among many 
areas uncovered was the _in- 
formation of the long and arduous 
attempts to kill Castro, Schorr 
related. 

‘I’m not saying that the CIA or 
the FBI was involved in the Kennedy 
assassination,’’ Schorr continued. 
‘‘l am saying that these agencies 
have shown a tendency to play fast 
and loose with the American public. 
They think in terms of their own 
institutional protection. 

‘*Saving themselves from embar- 
rasment apparently had a higher 
priority than a national inquest 
headed by the Chief Justice of the 
United States into an issue as painful 
as an assassination of an American 
president.”’ 

Schorr categorizes such govern- 
mental agencies as ‘‘our secrecy 
establishment.”’ 


‘‘For years they have been 
operating all by themselves, 
unchecked, uncontrolled by the 


American public. There is some- 
thing that happens when you 
exercise secret power without any 
kind of supervision or account- 
ability. What happens is that you 
gei so inbred that after awhile you 
begin to be irrational.”’ 

On the subject of government and 
the press, Schorr explained that he 
believes that Americans want liberty 
and privacy. 

‘‘When they feel that govern- 
mental agencies have been turned 
against them, are in some ways 
trespassing on their rights and 
privacy, they rise up in wrath and 
demand control and oversight.”’ 

Americans also like to feel safe on 
the street, safe in their homes and 

want their nation to be safe in the 
world, Schorr expounded. 


‘‘And when they feel they are not 
safe, then they turn the other way, 
the pendulumn swings from liberty 
to security. 

“*I don’t think it is necessarily true 
that there has to be a conflict 
between liberty and security. It is 
made to appear that way.”’ 

Schorr told the audience how he 
ended up with a copy of a 
Congressional report after all other 
copies had been placed under lock 
and key. *‘I then had the only copy of 
that damn report in the free world, if 
I can put it that way. And I had a 
problem. 

‘‘There wasn’t that there was 
news in it, there wasn’t much news 
in it." 

Schorr explained if he gave it back 
he would have been doing the final 
act of supressing the report. ‘*And I 
couldn’t do that. Half a million 
dollars of taxpayer money was spent 
in writing that report.”’

The former TV commentator said 
that in his tours around the country 
he has found that Americans don’t 
trust government ‘‘and have never 
trusted government less.”’ 

Schorr explained to the audience 
that if news sources dry up ‘‘then 
you only get the information that 
somebody chooses to tell you that’s 
not a secret. You get press releases. 
And if you don’t have unofficial 
information, then you have the 
probability of a lot more Water- 
gates. 

‘“‘This has brought a reawakening 
of why the first amendment was 
written in the constitution; why the 
oress has to be totally outside the 
control of the government and 
sometimes do things that make the 
government mad,’’ Schorr ex- 
plained. 


Park Procedures Redefinéd 


A revision in procedure on 
reserving park space in Placentia 
was adopted Thursday night by a 
three-man Placentia City Council. 

Alterations in the park ordinance 
were recommended following a 
tecent episode in which several 
groups of people found themselves 
in conflict over facilities at Koch 
Park although one large group, the 
lacentia-Golden Homeowners 
Association, had obtained a proper 
yermit. ; 

Innovations adopted Thursday 
nclude that requests for park and 
icnic facilities will be on a 
‘eservation rather than registration 
rasis. 

Permits will reserve the facilities 
or specified times rather than the 
irst come, first served basis usually 
n force. 

Also, reservation cards will be 
\tilized so that tables may be 
eserved. Signs will be posted at 
ach park site stating that the 


facilities must be reserved for 
groups over 25 persons. However, 
park facilities may be reserved by 
any group, no matter what size. 

A special city council-appointed 
subcommittee working on the 
revisions included Jerry Reed and 
Carl Van Gorden from the city’s 
recreation and parks commission; 
Placentia-Golden homeowners As- 
sociation members Zoe Long and 
Ernie Karpati and Richard Samp, 
former director of Recreation and 
Maintenance Services for the city. 

The original episode at Koch Park 
in June of this year, brought city 
personnel to the scene from both the 
police and recreation and mainten- 
ance departments. The individuals 
involved interpreted the same city 
ordinance in different versions, 
leading to the petition to city council. 

City council members absent 
Thursday night were Mayor George 
De Jesus and Councilwomen 
Virginia Farmer.

Last week we viewed with 
amazement and alarm a carnival 
moving in across the street. We just 
couldn’t believe the City of Placentia 
would permit an activity of this 
character with a large number of 
transients to move into our city.

They assured me they were 
keeping watch on the situation, and I 
knew that even the most zealous of 
police departments could not protect 
us from the breaking and entering of 
professionals in the wee hours of the 
morning. We cancelled a social 
engagement and a medical appoint- 
ment rather than leave our house 
unattended. Our neighbors had to 
leave theirs to go to work. 

As they moved the equipment in, 
the trucks (large ones) moved all 
night long. The shifting of trucks 


and equipment with the noise and 
clouds of dust went on for about 
three days before the opening on 
Thursday. The first day a couple of 
men were looking for toilet facilities. 
Portables were moved in on 
Thursday morning. 

The four days of the carnival were 
filled with noise, dirt, and heavy 
traffic on Angelina from noon until 
very late in the evening. As we 
listened to the delighted squeals of 
the children on the rides I couldn’t 
help but think of what could happen 
and what has happened on such 
portable equipment. 

When the carnival was over on 
Sunday night the trucks shifted 
and moved all night long. Men 
pounded with hammers and the 
sound of metal on metal was not 
condusive to sleep and rest. Our 
neighbors had to work the next day. 
Sometimes when a carnival leaves 
town everything movable and 
temovable from the local residents 
goes with it. 

So it was with astonishment I read 
in the Placentia Courier the attack on 
our Police Department for keeping 
abreast of the situation instead of 
thanks and praise for a job well 
done. 

Next year if the Placentia 
Heritage Days Committee plans a 
similar celebration I hope the City of 
Placentia will not grant a permit nor 
the owner of the property permit the 
use of his property.

Gomez-Plegel Encounter 


[Continued from Page 1] 

“*So he has offered to meet me out 
in the- parking lot after the 
meeting,’’ Plegel added. 

That encounter continued almost 
immediately during the intermission 
when Gomez, with a number of 
people watching, took Plegel’s 
sleeve and suggested they go 
outside. 

The couple unable to get away 
from the following public, walked 
around the outside wall of the City 
Hall where both excited voices could 
be heard. Plegel later showed he had 
unbuttoned the cuffs of his leisure 
suit in case there was to be some 
action. 

However, no blows ever fell. 

A witness to the first encounter 
between the two men said that the’ 
first confrontation was over Plegel’s 
asking to speak 2'2 years ago during 
a public hearing concerning the 
firemen. 

At that time, Plegel, who owns an 
insurance company, had asked to 
discuss fire insurance rates in 
Placentia. 

Plegel has a recording of that 
incident and used it during his 1974 


campaign, he stated Thursday. 

A statement from the podium by 
Gomez appeared to set off the 
Thursday night series of events. 

Preceding that, Plegel had taken a 
turn at the public lectern during the 
discussion on the recreational 
vehicle ordinance. 


Plegel, referring to the city 
council campaign, stated: “‘It seems 
to me that there were campaign 
speeches that you would listen to the 
people. And this is one of my main 
gripes, that here we go again. 
What's happening here? How's the 
vote going to go? I’m worried. | 
really am. Once you guys go into 
official session we can’t talk 
anymore. 

‘One thing I would like the staff to 


look into is the rents for storage of 
recreational vehicles,’’ Plegel con- 
tinued. ‘‘I have heard here is an 
increase of 50 per cent just in the last 
two months. They know the people 
are going to be forced into using 
their facilities.” 

Plegel continued, concerning the 
fact that the recreational vehicle 
discussion was placed early on the 
council agenda: ‘‘Usually the things 
the people are fighting are last on 
the agenda at 1:30 at night so I do 
wish to thank whoever put this on 
first."’ 

Concerning the restriction of 
recreational vehicle parking on the 
owner's own property, Plegel 
added: ‘‘The next thing we are going 
to do is say ‘I don’t like the color my 
neighbor's house is painted. I don’t 
like the shape of his nose. ! don’t like 
this about him.’’’ Plegel sat down to 
loud applause. 

Gomez continued the exchange 
later: ‘‘I heard a comment from a 
previous candidate of the city 
council that practically accuses us 
tonight of not listening to some of 
the people. And | can’t remember 
tonight that we closed the 
microphone to anyone here. It just 
irritates me a little bit because it 
wasn’t the case with any council or 
any previous council that we didn’t 
listen to all the people.”’ 

Plegel at that time, from the back 
of the room, asked for a rebuttal. 

*“‘IT was refused to be allowed to 
come to the microphone on the 
firemen’s issue 2'2 years ago and 
that is the reason I ran for the city 
council. And you know very well,”’ 
Plegel referred to Gomez, *‘because 
you were Sitting on the city council!’’ 

Plegel said later he had been 
approached by the Placentia Chief of 
Police, Norman Traub following the 
confrontation outside of City Hall 
and had been asked to help keep the 
peace.

Original charges against Diamond 
filed by the Orange County District 
Attorney’s office, involved two acts 
in line of duty believed at that time to 
be felonies. Those charges, 
however, were dropped after the 
district attorney's office brought 
further information to the court 
stating that the charges should have 
been misdemeanors, according to 
local spokesmen. 

The events leading to Diamond’s 
dismissal involved incidents con- 
cerning a traffic accident where 
Diamond had allegedly reported 
skid marks and another Placentia 
Officer, Steven Van Etten said there 
were none. This incident was not 
prosecuted. 


The first incident with charges 
involved the same two officers at the 
intersection of Tuffree Boulevard 
and Bastanchury Road _ where 
Diamond was parked and observing 
traffic at the crossroads. Van Etten 
at the same site allegedly spotted a 
violator in his rear view mirror but it 
was Diamond who issued the ticket. 
This ticket was later voided. 


Other charges reported!y resulted 
from another event involving a 
sought automobile and its oc- 
cupants. Diamond, according to 
local sources, reported the oc- 
cupants inside the car. Van Etten 
said they were outside the 
automobile pushing it. 


The series of incidents also were 
germane to later personnel hearings 
in action by Police Chief Norman 
Traub against veteran policeman 
Eugene Cason, with the depart- 
ment for 17 years. 

Cason had been demoted by 


Traub for failure to report the series 
of Diamond-Van Etten incidents to 
his superior, now Captain Walter 
Pichon. 

Cason’s demotion from sergeant 
to officer was upheld in a split two to 
one vote by the city’s Personnel 
Appeals Board.

Esperanza Tied

Giving up a 20-7 second 
quarter advantage, Esper- 
anza’s Aztec gridders fell 
into fourth place in the 
Orange League with a 20-20 
tie with Fullerton last week 
at Bradford Stadium. 

The tie was a moral loss 
for the heavily favored 
Aztecs, who let a six point 
lead slip away in the last 
minute of play and now 
boast a 2-1-1 record after 
beginning league by win- 
ning their first two contests. 
Fullerton is now 1-2-1 and 
holds sole possession of 
fifth place in the tough 
Orange League. 

Esperanza broke through 
just minutes into the game 
when they capped their 
initial drive with an 8 yard 
run by Brad Goettsche to 
record a 6 point lead. 

The score came with 8:43 
left in the first quarter and 
ended an 80 yard march by 
the Aztecs. Goettsche’s 
point after attempt was 
unsuccessful. 

Fullerton didn’t waste 
much time in coming back 
as quarterback Mark Allen 
piloted the team 75 yards 
for their first 6 pointer late 
in the first quarter. 

The score came on a 
reverse in which halfback, 
Mike Jaimes, tossed an 8 
yard pass to Mike Taylor all 
alone in the end zone late in 
the first quarter. Chris 
Murphy’s PAT was good 
and the underdog Indians 
found themselves ahead 
7-6. 

Sophomore Mike Lud- 
wig, in his first start at 
quarterback this year for 
the Aztecs, marched his 
team to the Fullerton 44 
yard line midway through 


the second period before 
letting go on a bomb which 
put the Aztecs on top once 
again. 

The 44 yard toss was 
caught by tailback Don 
Stodola at 6:02 in the half 
and after failing on 2 point 
conversion, Esperanza was 
once again ahead, 12-7. 

Stodola, who carried for a 
total of 104 yards on the 
night, also accounted for 
the Aztecs’ third and final 
TD when Ludwig connected 
with him on a 12 yard pass 
with just one minute 
showing in the half. 

Ludwig ended the first 
half completing an impres- 
sive 7 of 12 passes for 135 
yards and 2 TD’s. Esper- 
anza converted the two 
pointer and they were out in 
front with a seemingly 
comfortable 20-7 lead. 

The Indians were not to 
be outdone though as just 
38 seconds later Jaimes 
darted 69 yards for their 
second touchdown and the 
successful PAT put them 
within 6 points of the 
Aztecs. Jaimes led all 
ground gainers in the game 
finishing with a total of 134 
yards. 

The second half of play 
was dominated by fumbles 
and interceptions as neither 
team was successful in 
driving the ball in the 2nd 
half until Fullerton decided 
to change this with little 
more than a _ minute 
showing in the game.

‘For the first time that I can ever 
‘emember, the planning commis- 
sion has made a recommendation to 
this council. That recommendation 
has been totally voided out and 
something new has been put into 
this ordinance. 

‘The routine for the enforcement 
of this ordinance is by complaint 
only. I don’t see how this ordinance 
can be enforced. I don’t see what 
difference it makes whether you are 
allowed to park seven days out of 14 
or four days over a weekend. It 
doesn’t make a lot of sense to me.’’ 
(Applause). 

Councilman Jack Gomez: ‘‘We 
are trying to create a better and 
more harmonious society. We try to 
do a little bit foreverybody. We have 
to protect you and your neighbor 
also.” 

William Erickson: ‘‘] think the 
thing would be to put it before the 
electorate and let them vote on it. 
(Applause). It is becoming apparent 
to me that there is a possibility we 
are not being truly reflected.”’ 

‘‘I think the problem we have here 
is whether it is your place to tell me 
what to do with my RV on my

Zoe Long asked: ‘‘Where are the 
complainers who started this?”’

Bonnie Scarpa: ‘'If this ordinance 
isn't legal then I’m sure nobody 
wants it. I'm in favor of putting it on 
the ballot.”’ 

City council members are 
expected to express their opinions at 
the November 16 hearing. 


$1,000 a year in property tax.’’ 

Ernie Karpati objected to the fact 
that the parking of large 
motorhomes on the driveway was to 
be a subject for a latter planning 
department study. 

‘‘Why can't this all be studied at 
one time? Do we have to go through 
this trauma all over again? Do we 
have to use city funds, tax funds, to 
fight it all over again?’’ * 

Dr. Thurnton A. D’Arc, who said 
he does not own a recreational 
vehicle, asked: ‘‘Where do you draw 
the line? How long before you 
restrict how tall the grass can grow 
in the front of your home? 

‘Personally I think recreational 
vehicles are unappealing, but | 
would never dream of complaining 
about what my neighbor does with 
his own vehicle on his own property. 
I would protect his rights as a 
property owner. I do not own nor do I 
try to exercise control over my 
neighbor’s property.

Everyone has bad neighbors. I feel 
we are opening the door for bad 
neighbors or even good neighbors 
with a grudge torun rough shod over 
a selective group of people.’

some merit because air traffic is 
clearly an aspect of interstate 
commerce and the federal govern- 
ment has a role to play and 
reasonable planning on regional 
problems makes some sense. 
‘Not with the feds picking up the 
whole thing, but we have a 
supportive and cooperative role 
which I support,’’ Wiggins stated. 


Wiggins said that he has been told 
that the Inter-County Airport 
Authority (Chino, Stanton, Santa 
Ana and Garden Grove) is going to 
ask for planning money. ‘‘They have 
not asked yet,’’ he _ reported, 
‘*because I am very closely plugged 
in with FAA (the Federal Aviation 
Administration) to be on top of any 
official action taken...but I can't 
react to every press release. At the 


moment they haven't asked for the 
money from FAA. 

‘I've had plenty of discussions 
with FAA about this problem. 
Whether or not they are even 
considered for funding involves a 
special issue that I don’t believe this 
county can get over. The problem is 
that the wrong agency is asking. 


‘Air transportation in the ‘70s, 
*80s and ‘90s for Orange County is a 
problem that must be addressed by 
the people of Orange County and It is 
not going to go away. You probably 
will need expanded airport facilities 
in this county at some point. And it 
won't be easy because someone has 
to bear the burden of that airport. 

‘But the right planning agency is 
not a couple of cities in Orange 
County. The right agency to plan for 
the siteing and development of 


future airport development in 
Orange County is the Orange 
County Board of Supervisors and 
until an application comes in from 
the Orange County Board of 
Supervisors for planning money, | 
don't think the FAA is going to give 
it the time of day. 

‘There is no way that I can or 
frankly should discourage anyone 
from taking advantage of -a law 
which is there for them to take 
advantage of. But whether or not the 
FAA responds to that request 
favorably is very unlikely. Now that 
is the only step that is alive right 
now—the request for planning 
money. 

“It's an issue for a county 
government to address. The county 
government has shown no interest in 
applying for further funds for airport 
investigation,’’ Wiggins concluded.

We are very disturbed by the 
religious indoctrination that took 
place at two recent Placentia public 
events. 

The first occurrence was at the 
last El Dorado High School 
Baccalaureate Service. The fund- 
amentalist sermon was definitely 
offensive to non-Christians and 
embarrasing to most Christians as 
well. 

The most recent occurrence was 
at the Placentia Community 
Bicentennial Celebration (Sunday, 
October 10), an event sponsored by 
the Placentia Parks and Recreation 
Department. This city department 


asked the Placentia Ministerial 
Association to provide choirs for the 
program. Two of the five choirs that 
attended sang songs that openly 
expressed sectarian religious view- 
points. Seveal of the people involved 
in the program expressed dismay 
that a bicentenniel program for all 
the citizens of Placentia would take 
such a strong religious bias. 


We are sure that the members of 
our community who worked hard to 
put on this program were not aware 
that its effects would be devisive 
rather than unifying, but it is 
precisely this lack of sensitivity by 
many community leaders to the 
diverse cultural and_ religious 
attitudes of their consitituents that is 
the basic problem. To prevent 
incidents of this type in the future, 
we suggest that the individuals 
responsible for planning community 
events make a reasonable effort to 
become knowledgeable of the 


varied religious beliefs of the 
Placentia citizens whom _ they 
represent.
